It was the writer’s privilege last 
ney to spend three days, Nov, 30th., 

c, Ist and 2nd, at Lourdes, To 
those that have visited the hallowed 
shrine during the pilgrimage times of 
summer, as likewise to those, who, as 
yet, have not had the privilege it will 

rhaps, be interesting to learn what 

urdes looks like when the thron 
of pilgrims have gone, and Lourdes is 
wrapped “in its mantle of snow”’—in 
a word, when Lourdes is silent, with 
a “silence sweeter than speech.”

. relating to marriage, because it seems that the majority of 
© our Catholic people are not altogether conversant with the 
Jaws of their Church relating to the marriage contract. It 
© seems that about the only thing they know is that the Cath- 
2 olic Church regards marriage as indissoluble, or as binding 
e on both parties until death. But even in this matter they 
- have the notion that the marriage contract binds for life 
> only in the Catholic Church, and because of a law of the 
- Catholic Church. 

As a matter of fact, the marriage contract was made 
- jndissoluble by God Himself, and clear reference to this 
- indissolubility is made several times in the New Testament. 
. Therefore, a valid marriage is binding until death, whether 
- the couple are Catholics or not, whether they were married 
by the priest or not. The Church can change laws of which 
’ ghe is the author, but she may not change laws of which God 
is the Author. Hence, the Church has never pretended, by 
“dispensation, to completely annul a marriage that was valid 
at the beginning. It is likely that nearly the whole world 
would be Catholic today if the Church had felt free to annul 
the marriage or several marriages of Henry VIII. The 
Church’s refusal was the occasion of his apostasy and of the 
introduction of a national religion into England. Because 
of the prestige of England in her territorial possessions, or 
colonies, throughout the world, it is very likely that the 
people of most of these possessions would be Catholics had 
England remained faithful. But the end does not justify 
the means; in other words, the Church was not permitted to 
overreach her powers and declare null and void what Al- 
mighty God had stamped with the seal of validity and per- 
manency, and, therefore, she had to abide by the consequence 
of her refusal to dissolve Henry VIII’s marriage. 

Now, of course, you have frequently heard of Catholics 
procuring a divorce and know them to be receiving the 
Sacraments, and this state of affairs may not be clear to 
you. Well, there is a vast difference between mere separa- 
tion of the two parties to a marriage contract, and a new 
marriage contracted by either party after separation. 
surely the Church will not obligate people to live together 
when they are so mismated that they cannot live in peace; 
when one party is habitually cruel to the other or has been 
unfaithful to the other, or refuses absolutely to support the 
other. Hence, for any one of these very good reasons, the 
Church will tolerate life-long separation of the wedded 
couple, but with no permission to either party to re-marry 
while the other party still lives. As I have said, the Church 
has no right to allow a second marriage while the first is 
still binding.

They do not make the distinction between mere 
separation and absolute divorce, which carries with it. as far 
as the civil law is concerned, the privilege of remarrying. 
But sometimes the innocent party, let us say the wife, 
would suffer materially if the Church did not give her per- 
mission to secure a civil diyorce with the understanding 
that no new marriage is contemplated. She might other- 
wise receive no support for herself or for her children, and 
would not have her property rights generally protected. 
Hence, the Bishop will often consent to the separation of 
two Catholic people under certain conditions, among which 
is the promise on the part of both parties that they will not 
attempt marriage again during the lifetime of their consort. 
Therefore, while I sincerely hope that every wedded couple 
will do their best to pull together and execute the marriage 
vow, in which they declared they would take each other “for 
better or worse, until death do them part,” if they should 
have a real good reason to separate, they should go before 
their pastor and sign an agreement to refrain from a second 
attempt at marriage during the lifetime of their’ consort.
